If the plaintiff is a public person (people in the 
media spotlight, public officials, public 
spokespersons, in some states teachers, too.)they 
need to prove the statement was false. If it is a 
private person, they only need to prove it false if 
it's deemed of public interest. If you publish a 
statement saying the superintendent (public official, 
in some places at least) is constantly drunk on the 
job, that's of public interest. These people can be 
scrutinized with regard to their actual work or their 
capability to do that work . If you write that he's 
having an extramarital affair, that's not. That would 
actually be invasion of privacy, which is a whole 
somethin'-else that you could get in trouble for. Do 
your own research .
